Stocks  of  all  grains  on  October  1 were  above  a year  earlier  except 
rye,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Stocks  of  the  four  feed 
grains  (corn,  oats,  barley,  and  sorghums)  totaled  65*8  million  tons,  28 
percent  more  than  a year  earlier  but  15  percent  below  average.  Stocks 
of  all  wheat  were  up  9 percent  from  a year  earlier  with  durum  holdings 
up  47  percent.  Rye  stocks  were  4 percent  less  than  a year  earlier. 
Flaxseed  holdings  were  15  percent  above  last  year. 

All  wheat  in  storage  October  1 totaled  1,690  million  bushels,  9 per-- 
cent  more  than  a year  earlier  but  6 percent  below  the  1962-66  October  1 
average.  Off-farm  stocks  at  946  million  bushels  were  1 percent  lower 
than  a year  earlier  but  farm  holdings,  at  744  million  bushels  were  up  24 
percent.  Disappearance  from  all  storage  positions  during  the  July- 
September  quarter  is  indicated  at  446  million  bushels  compared  with  393 
million  for  the  same  quarter  last  year.  Of  the  total  October  1 wheat 
stocks  102  million  bushels  were  owned  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corpora- 
tion and  CCC  loans  were  outstanding  on  an  additional  473  million  bushels. 

Durum  wheat  stocks  in  all  positions  on  October  1 totaled  110^  0 million 
bushels,  47  percent  above  last  year.  Farm  holdings  of  about  92,6  million 
were  67  percent  above  last  year  while  off-farm  stocks  at  17.4  million 
were  down  11  percent.  Disappearance  during  the  July-September  quarter 
is  indicated  at  14,8  million  bushels  compared  with  17.2  million  bushels  for 
the  comparable  period  in  1967, 

stocks  in  all  positions  on  October  1 totaled  31.9  million  bushels. 


down  4 percent  from  a year  earlier  but  slightly  above  average.  Of  the 
total  rye  stocks,  8,9  million  bushels  were  owned  by  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  and  CCC  loans  were  outstanding  on  an  additional  2.  8 million 
bushels.  Farm  stocks  totaled  13,9  million  bushels,  13  percent  above  last 
year  but  16  percent  below  average.  Off-farm  holdings  were  down  14  per- 
cent from  a year  earlier,  July-September  disappearance  was  10,2  million 
bushels,  compared  to  9.  5 million  last  year  and  the  average  disappearance 
of  11,3  million  bushels. 


The  January  and  April  Stocks  of  Grain  Reports  are  being 
discontinued.  The  next  estimate  of  stocks  of  grain  for 
off-farm  and  all  positions  will  be  for  July  1,  1969,

Old  corn  carryover  stocks  in  all  positions  on  October  1 totaled  1,  146 
million  bushels--39  percent  more  than  a year  earlier  but  12  percent  less 
than  average.  Indicated  disappearance  of  1,005  million  bushels  during  the 
July-September  quarter  is  9 percent  more  than  in  the  same  months  in  1967, 

Of  the  total  corn  stocks,  182  million  bushels  were  owned  by  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation,  and  CCC  loans  were  outstanding  on  an  additional  532 
million  bushels. 

Stocks  of  old  corn  on  farms,  at  765  million  bushels,  were  34  percent 
above  a year  earlier  and  32  p)ercent  more  than  average.  Old  corn  held  in 
off-farm  positions  totaled  about  381  million  bushels  compared  with  254  mil- 
lion bushels  a year  earlier. 

Oats  stocks  in  all  positions  totaled  930  million  bushels,  20  percent  more 
than  a year  earlier  and  3 percent  above  average.  Both  farm  and  off-farm 
stocks  were  above  a year  earlier.  Disappearance  during  the  July-September 
quarter  was  275  million  bushels--about  equal  to  the  comparable  period  last 
year.  Of  the  total  October  1,  1968  oats  stocks,  46  million  bushels  were 
owned  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  and  CCC  loans  were  outstand- 
ing on  an  additional  85  million  bushels. 

Barley  stored  in  all  positions  on  October  1 totaled  446  million  bushels, 

17  percent  more  than  a year  earlier  and  9 percent  above  average.  The  in- 
crease from  last  year  was  mainly  due  to  larger  farm  stocks.  Disappearance 
during  the  July-September  quarter,  at  116  million  bushels,  was  4 million 
bushels  above  the  comparable  period  last  year.  Of  the  total  October  1,  1968 
barley  stocks,  6 million  bushels  were  owned  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Cor- 
poration and  CCC  loans  were  outstanding  on  an  additional  87  million  bushels. 

Old  crop  carryover  stocks  of  sorghum  grain  in  all  positior®  on  Cfctober  1 were 
292  million  bushels,  20  percent  more  than  a year  earlier,  but  only  about  half 
the  average  for  the  date.  Of  the  total  sorghum  grain  stocks,  192  million 
bushels  were  owned  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  and  CCC  loans 
were  outstanding  on  an  additional  59  million  bushels. 

Holdings  stored  off  farms  totaled  231  million  bushels  compared  with  199 
million  bushels  a year  earlier.  Farm  stocks  were  61  million  bushels  com- 
pared with  44  million  a year  earlier.  Disappearance  during  the  July- 
September  quarter  was  80  million  bushels  in  1968  and  92  million  bushels  in 
1967. 

Flaxseed  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  October  1 totaled  26,  7 million 
bushels-- 15  percent  more  than  a year  earlier  but  15  percent  less  than  the 
1962-66  average.  Of  the  total  stocks  2,6  million  bushels  were  owned  by 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  and  CCC  loans  were  outstanding  on  an 
additional  2,  9 million  bushels.  Flaxseed  stocks  held  in  off-farm  positions

totaled  12.3  million  bushels  and  farm  stocks  accounted  for  14«4 
million  bushels.  October  1 stocks  indicate  a disappearance  during 
the  July-September  quarter  of  7.  2 million  bushels  from  a supply  of 

33.9  million  (carryover  of  7.0  million  bushels  plus  production  of 

26.9  million  bushels).  This  compares  with  a disappearance  of  5.9 
million  bushels  during  the  same  period  last  year  and  the  average  of 
8,  0 million  bushels.  Crushings  during  the  quarter  are  estimated 
at  3. 1 million  bushels  and  exports  at  3.  0 million  bushels.
